Two-Story Brick Brected in Ten 


Hoar* and • Half. 


Dr. Benjamin Mishler began the 


erection of a dwelling bouse, on 
South Prince street, San Francisco, 
tho dimensions of which wore 20 foet 
by 30 feet, on the ground floor, two 
stories high and to contain eight 
rooms. Mr. Mishler desired to erect 
it in one day. and with that object in 
viexy, he produced the services of a 
sufficient number of first-class work- 
men in the different branches neces- 
sary, and got them deeply interested 
in tho work. 


Work began at 5 o'clock A. M., all 


going well until 7 oVlock, when an 
accident occurred to tho master brick 
layer, he received a flesh wound in the 
back from a hatchet—it not being se- 
rious he kept right on with the work. 


A photographer looks views of tho 


building every fifteen minutes, and of 
the workmen whilst in motion, which 
produced some comic and ridiculous 
pictures—men, whfto and colored, in 
almost every position into which the 
human frame can be contorted, are 
represented. 


At precisely 8 o'clock, A. x.. the 


structure hnd advanced to the height 
of one story with two floors—ground 
and second—laid, partitions in> and 
lathed and partly plastered, doors 
hung and stairways up. 


Ten o'clock, A. M.—second story 


brickwork two-thirds rip, with car- 
penters ready to lay floor, plasterers 
commence lathing, 
western front 


painted and brick penciled of first 
story, masons running short of brick, 
some delay in consequence, but soon 
remedied, brick arriving the color, d 
hod carriers vie with each other in 
their efforts to supply the masons. 


At lO^i A. M. several policemen 


were needed to prevent the immense 
concourse of spectators from infring- 
ing upon the space required by the 
workmen. 


11 o'clock A. M., the bricklayers 


are up to square of ceiling for third 
floor, with corners to the height re- 
quired to receive the rafters for the] 
roofing. Tinners waiting. 


The process of white-coating is now 


about completed_ in *he first story. 


11 o'clock 8 minutes, first rafter for 


roof raised. 


At 11:11 the last brick was placed 


upon chimneys and bricklayers are 
done! Boot sheathed and tinners be- 
gin to lay roofing. 


12 o'clock, west front all painted 


and joints striped. 


12:50, scaffolding all removed from 


building. 


1 o'clock, p. M. roofing nearly com- 


pleted. 


2% o'clock P. M., sash in windows 


of first story and painters finished; 
washboards down and rubbish clear- 
ed away; the tinners are leaving the 
building; roofing and snouting com- 
pleted. 
Plasterers still at work in 


peeoud story. Thebuildinghas been 
insured, and in a few hours will be 
drv enough to be tenrmtable. 


This is one of the greatest exploits 


on record—no building having ever 
been erected in the same short space 
of time—just ten hours and a half. 


Dr. Mishler intends to perform 


this feat at the Centennial.
